NOTIFICATION 

Nevi' Delhi, the 3rd February, 1969 

S.O. 465.—Whereas under sub-section (1) of section 72 of the Punjab Re¬ 
organisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), read with sub-section (3) tnereof, the Board 
constituted under the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 8 of 1925), shall, 
on and from the 1st day of November 1966, continue to function and operate in 
those areas in respect of which it was functioning and operating immediately 
before that day, subject to such directions as may, from time to time, be issued 
by the Central Government, until other provision is made by law in respect of 
the said Board: 

And whereas under sub-section (2) of the said section 72, any such direction 
may include a direction that any law by which the said Board is governed shall, 
in its application to that Board, have effect, subject to such exceptions and modi¬ 
fications as may be specified In the direction; 

And whereas it is necessary to make suitable provision for the immediate 
disbursement of salaries and allowances to the members and STaff of the Judicial 
Commission constituted under the said Act; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section -(1), read 
with sub-sections (2) and (3), of the said section 72, the Central Government 
hereby directs that section 75 of the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 8 of 
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1926), shall have effect, as from the date of issue of this notification, subject tQ the 
following modifications, namely:— 

In section 76,— 

(i) for the words, “State Government”, wherever they occur, the words 

“Government of Punjab" shall be substituted; 

(ii) after the words “The net expenses arising”, the words and figures "on 

and from the 1st day of November, 1906” shall be inserted; and 

(ill) after sub-seqtion (1), the following sub-section shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“(1A) The one-third share of the expenses referred to in sub-section (1) 
met by the Government of Punjab from time to time after the 1st 
day of November, I960, shall be allocated between the States of 
Punjab, Haryana and the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh 
and Chandigarh in the ratio of 131:8:1:1 and the Government of 
Haryana and the Adm inis trators of Himachal Pradesh and 
Chandigarh shall at the end of each financial year pay to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Punjab the amount so allocated respectively to the State 
of Haryana, the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh and the Union 
territory of Chandigarh-" 
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
